Heber D. Curtis, an astronomer of 
wide, reputation, was born iii Muske­ 
gon, Mich., June 27, 1872. 
At the age 


of twenty he graduated from the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan and two years 
later he joined the faculty' of Napa 


College. -From 1897 to 1900 he was 


professor of mathematics and astron­ 


omy at the University of the Pacific.

States Naval Observatory expedition 
to 'Sumatra to observe the eclipse in 
that year and upon his return he was 
given charge of the observatory of 
the University of Virginia.

Austin, Tex., June 26.—The court 
of Cirminal Appeals today affirmed 
the case of Burrell Oates, negro, con­ 
victed of m urder in connection with 
the killing mf Sol Aronoff,

chant in Dallas, on the night of Nov. 
29, I IMM. The case came pp on this 
appeal from EUi*- county, where a 
jury had assessed the death penalty 
against Oates. 


The case is one of tne most no­ 
table in 
Texas criminal 
procedure 
because of the tim** required to se­ 
cure what the higher court regarded 
as a “fair*' trial. Holly Vann, a white 
man, convicted in connection with the 
case, was hung in Dallas May 2, 1905 
Dates has been tried seven times and 
six juries have assessed 
the 
death 
penalty against him. Four times the 
cast' w as reversed and remanded. 
Oates may yet get a longer lease of 
life if a motion for rehearing is fil­ 
ed. Twice before the court has affirm­ 
ed the case and then reversed it on 
motion for rehearing. Court adjourn­ 
ed today for the long sum m er recess 
and it will be fall, 
therefore, 
this 
cause finally is disposed of by the 
appellate court. 
The appeal which was affirmed to­ 
day has been before the court since 
last March, which in 
its 
decision, 
from which there is no dissent, says: 
The court at last has given the de­ 
fendant a fair gnd legal trial and we 
must, therefore, conclude by saying 
under the record there is no such er­ 
ror as would justify a reversal of 
judgment, and it m ust be affirmed.” 
The opinion was written by Presid­ 
ing Judge W. L. Davidson.
